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Examiner's Amendment

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 26, delete "A computer-readable storage medium" and replace with " A non-transitory 
computer readable medium" 

In claim 27, delete "A computer-readable storage medium " and replace with "The non-transitory 
computer readable medium". 

In claim 28, delete "The computer-readable storage medium " and replace with "The non- 
transitory computer readable medium". 

In claim 29, delete "The computer-readable storage medium " and replace with "The non- 
transitory computer readable medium". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 4,-5, 7-14, 17-22, & 24-29 are allowed. The following is an Examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1, 4,-5, 7-14, 17-22, & 24-29 are considered allowable since no prior art reference or 
combination of prior art references alone or in combination disclose or suggest the combination 
of limitations specified in the independent claims including: 

"reason information for use by the second node to determine which candidate routes of the 
second node are affected by the event that triggered the received route update or withdrawn and 
which candidate routes of the second node are not affected b the event that triggered the received 
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route update or withdraw wherein a candidate route is considered as a transient route if the 
reason information is considered as a transient route if the reason information indicates that the 
candidate route is to be updated or withdrawn" in combination with other claim limitations as 
specified in claim 1 . 

"reason information is transmitted along with the route update or withdraw wherein said reason 
information is encoded as a triplet within a route update or withdraw message wherein the triplet 
comprises: 

a type code identifying the reason for the update or withdrawn; an indication of the node pair 
associated with the update or withdraw; an updated cost of a link between the node pair 
associated with the update or withdraw" in combination with other claim limitations as specified 
in claim 4. 

" reason information comprises a reason fro the route update or withdraw; and using the received 
reason information to determine which candidate routers of the node are affected by the event 
that triggered the received route update or withdraw and which candidate routes of the node are 
not affected b the event that triggered the received route update or withdraw wherein a candidate 
route is considered as a transient route if the node determines from the reason information that 
the candidate route is to be updated or withdrawn" in combination with other claim limitations as 
specified in claim 7. 

"means for using the received reason information to determine which candidate routes are 
affected by the event that triggered the received route update or withdraw, wherein a candidate 
route is considered as a transient route if the apparatus determines from the received reason 
information that the candidate rout is to be updated or withdrawn" in combination with other 
claim limitations as specified in claim 17. 

"receiving the reason information to determine which candidate routes are affected by the event 
that triggered the received route update or withdraw and which candidate routes are not affected 
by the event that triggered the received route update or withdraw wherein the candidate route is 
considered a transient route if a network device determined from the received reason information 
that the candidate route is to be updated or withdrawn" in combination with other claim 
limitations as specified in claim 24. 

"reason information comprises a reason for the route update or withdraw wherein the reason 
information is adapted for use by a node receiving the reason information to determine which 
candidate routes of the node are affected by the event that triggered the received route update or 
withdraw and which candidate routes of the node are not affected by the event that triggered the 
received route update or withdraw, wherein a candidate route is considered as a transient route if 
the update or withdraw, wherein a candidate route is considered as a transient route if the reason 
information indicates that the candidate route is to be updated or withdrawn" in combination 
with other claim limitations as specified in claim 26. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
